and sale 'of 2,75 per cent beer, not 
t.o be drunk 'on the premises, excerpt 
in restaurants in first and second 
class cities, and then only 
with 


meals. It 
defines a restaurant as 


having at least GOO feet of floor 
space and accommodations for 
40 


guests. 
Restaurai.ts in New York 


city will be required to pay a tax 
of $500 for selling the 
beverage, 


which the law declares is "nonin- 
toxlcatmg." 


Druggists selling liquor on doc- 


tor's prescription are taxed ?10 a 
year; wholesale liquor dealers, $250 
a year; manufacturers, 50 cents a 
barrel; 10 cents a .gaHon when tha 
percentage of alcohol is between 
3 and 14 per cent, 20 cents a gallon 
when it is .between 14 and 21 per 
cent, and 30 cents a gallon when 
over 21 per cent. 


"In January, 1919," said the gov- 


ernor, "the legislature of this state 
ratified the amendment providing 
for prohibition. One year later the 
same senate and assembly has now 
declared beer containing 2.75 per 
cent alcohol by weight to be non- 
intoxicatinp;.

In rwst instances the rental 
paid to the landlord by such persons 
is sufficient to farnish'the landlord a 
fair return on his investment and the 
rents which arc 
exacted -by such 


persons are greatly in excess of that 
amount. In some instances the per- 
son performs a legitimate service to 
the community by leasing apartment 
buildings or a number of apartments 
in a building, furnishing them 
and 


releasing them. In other cases, how- 
ever, where the apartments are not 
furnished, no service whatever 
is 


rendered to the community, and the 
person entering the field is an un- 
necessary and unjustifiable 'burden 
upon the occupants of rented prom-, 
iscs; even in the case of tho renting 
of apartments, furnishing them and 
re-renting, a serious 
wrong 
has 


been done to the tenants by reason 
of such person 
exacting 
rentals 


which are entirely out of propor- 
tion to his investment or risk. In 
at least one case the rental exacted 
is sufficient to make a net return of 
one hundred (100%) per cent upon 
the investment in -furnishings and 
equipment.

N IDEA, a Ford, a^d sixteen dollars started the Nonpartisan 


League, said Arthur C. Townley in describing the begiri- 


n;ngs of the movement. The strength which it has shown in 
Wisconsin has surprised its friends and disappointed its en- 
emies. Surprised its friends, by the manner in which it has 
sought to unite rather than divide the progressive forces of the 
state, disappointed its enemies by attracting to its membership 
representative farmers, about whom no one can pretend to see 
anything red v/ithout making himself ridiculous. 


The league is new organized in 33 slates with about 200,000 


dues paying members. In North Dakota, the home of its birth 
and the scene of its greatest success it has bean distinctly a 
democratic movTC-.ent. that is a movement to control govern- 
ment in the interest of all the people governed. So it has stood 
For state ownership of grain elevators, (lour mills, packing 
houses, and cold storage plants. The evils of the monopoly of 
these utilties had been de:nor.st rated in the most galling man- 
ner. 


It has stood for state inspection of grain and grain dockage, 


exemption of farm improvements from taxation, state hai! in- 
surance on the acreage tax basis, and rural -credit -banks, oper- 
ated at cost. 


In 1917 the league put its candidate, Lynn .1. Frazier in the 


governor's chair, in 1918 it secured tne adoption of 10 constitu- 
tional amendments to remove all obstacles to its program of re- 
fonn. 
The legislation of 1919, completely controlled by the 


league, enacted the Jaws necessary to carry out this program 
and one result was that throughout the coal strike in other 
states, Ncrth Dakota's mines were worked.

01 constructive thought. It has been 
known that the governor intended 
to include the operation needs of the 
university and nine normal schools 
in his emergency recommendations.
